His  performance  last  week  earned  him  WAC  Offensive  Playei 
of  The  Week  honors. 

As  a  team,  the  Cougars  are  the  leading  scorers  in  the  nation. 

They  are  scoring  37.2  points  per  game,  just  ahead  of  Arizona 
State’s  35.3.  The  Cougars  are  the  third  leading  passing  team  and 
the  third  leading  total-offense  team  in  the  nation  as  well. 

Although  both  teams  have  powerful  offensive  threats,  it  may 
be  defense  that  decides  Saturday’s  contest.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  economy  grew 
rather  than  shrank  this  summer,  as  first  reported, 
the  government  said  Thursday.  Nonetheless,  eco¬ 
nomists  said  they  are  certain  the  nation  is  in  a 


Revising  preliminary  figures  that  had  indicated  a 
downturn,  the  Commerce  Department  said  in  a 
new  report  that  inflation-adjusted  gross  national 
product  rose  at  an  annual  rate  of  0.6  percent  in  the 
July-September  quarter. 

Commerce’s  preliminary  report  last  month  said 
“real”  GNP  —  the  value  of  all  the  goods  and  ser¬ 
vices  the  nation  produces  —  had  dropped  at  an 
annual  rate  of  0.6  percent  in  the  third  quarter  after 
declining  at  a  rate  of  1.6  percent  in  the  spring 
quarter.

turers  were  having  trouble  selling  their  goods. 

In  other  words,  U.S.  businesses  were  still  turn¬ 
ing  out  new  products  and  materials  in  the  July- 
September  quarter,  and  all  that  production 
counted  in  the  GNP  total.  But  sales  were  already 
slipping  and  have  now  slipped  much  more,  accord¬ 
ing  to  other  government  reports. 

If  slow  sales  continue,  as  separate  reports  indi¬ 
cate  they  will,  companies  are  bound  to  cut  back 
production  and  lay  off  workers  —  as  many  already 
are  doing — until  their  inventory  stockpiles  dimin¬ 
ish,  economists  said. 

Before  adjustment  for  inflation,  the  gross  nation¬ 
al  product  rose  to  an  annual  rate  of  $2.96  trillion  in 
the  third  quarter,  the  new  report  said.  Measured  in 
1972  dollars,  to  discount  for  inflation,  GNP  rose  to  a 
rate  of  $1,513  trillion. 

The  inflation-adjusted  figure,  $4.6  billion  higher 
than  first  estimated,  included  a  $3.7  billion  upward 
revision  in  inventories.  Without  that  $3.7  billion, 
the  overall  figure  would  have  shown  a  slightly  de¬ 
clining  economy  in  the  quarter.  All  of  the  figures 
are  adjusted  for  normal  seasonal  variations  in 
output. 

Commerce  Secretary  Malcolm  Baldrige,  who, 
like  President  Reagan,  had  earlier  declared  the 
arrival  of  recession,  cited  the  inventory  buildup  as 
evidence  the  third-quarter  revision  “does  not 
materially  change  the  economic  picture.” 

“Moreover,  economic  conditions  deteriorated 
during  this  period,”  he  said,  indicating  that  much  of 
any  strength  showing  up  in  the  third-quarter  re¬ 
port  had  evaporated  by  the  final  month  of  the  three- 
month  period. 

In  addition,  he  said,  the  new  report’s  figures  on 
corporate  profits  “should  be  a  source  of  concern  to 
both  employers  and  employees.” 

Before-tax  profits  increased  0.8  percent  to  an 
annual  rate  of  $230.9  billion,  while  after-tax  profits 
rose  0.5  percent  to  a  rate  of  $153.5  billion,  the 
report  showed. 

In  a  separate  report,  the  Labor  Department  said 
Thursday  that  a  seasonally  adjusted  551,000  job¬ 
less  Americans  filed  initial  claims  for  unemploy¬ 
ment  insurance  during  the  week  ending  Nov.  7. 
That  was  the  same  number  filing  claims  the  week 
before — the  most  since  the  economy  was  in  its  last 
recession  in  June  1980.

A  self-proclaimed  rock  ’n’  roller, 
Utah  Jazz  rookie  Dan  Schayes  is  rock¬ 
ing  along  smoothly  through  the  early 
days  of  his  National  Basketball  Asso¬ 
ciation  career. 

Schayes,  a  6-foot-ll,  245-pound 
center,  was  the  Jazz’s  first  pick  in  last 
year’s  college  draft  and  the  16th  pick 
overall. 

He  hails  from  Syracuse,  N.Y.,  and 
is  adjusting  to  the  slower  pace  of 
Utah. 

“It’s  a  different  world  .  .  .  really. 
The  fact  that  it’s  different  doesn’t 
make  it  better  or  worse,”  Schayes 

“It’s  a  lot  more  conservative  than 
what  I’m  used  to,”  he  added. 

Schayes,  who  is  Jewish,  said,  “It’s 
the  only  time  in  my  life  I’ve  been  a 
Gentile. 

“I  got  a  very  warm  welcome  in  Salt 
Lake  City.  The  people  are  friendly.” 

Schayes  is  taking  the  adjustment  to 
life  in  the  NBA  in  stride. 

Dolph  Schayes,  one  of  basketball’s 
all-time  greats,  is  Dan’s  father. 

“I  grew  up  with  prestige.  My  dad  is 
a  Hall  of  Famer.  He  was  the  coach  of 
an  NBA  team  when  I  was  in  junior 

“I  pretty  much  know  what  the 
game  is  about,”  he  added. 

During  his  basketball  days  at  Syra¬ 
cuse,  Schayes  was  not  an  overnight 

He  played  in  the  shadow  of 
Roosevelt  Bouie  and  Louis  Orr  before 
starting  his  senior  year. 

Last  season,  Schayes  led  the 
Orangemen  in  field  goal  percentage, 
rebounds,  blocked  shots  and  scoring. 

“Schayes  is  a  late  bloomer  like  his 
dad,”  remarked  Utah  Jazz  head  coach 
Tom  Nissalke. 

“I’ll  be  happy  if  he’s  a  third  as  good 
as  his  dad  was,  although  I  think  he’s 
going  to  be  good  enough  to  be  a  play¬ 
off  center,”  Nissalke  added. 

“The  things  I  need  to  improve  on, 
my  strength,  I  can  control.  I’ll  get 
better  as  I  get  stronger,”  Schayes 


After  the  Jazz  victory  over  Denver 
Nov.  13,  Denver  center  Dan  Issel 
said:  “He  (Schayes)  is  very  aggres¬ 
sive.  He’s  not  afraid  to  put  his  body  on 
people  and  has  a  good  outside  shot. 

“I  think  he’ll  be  a  good  player.” 

“My  college  draft  position  changed 
a  lot  during  my  senior  year,”  Schayes 

.  He  was  named  to  the  all-toumey 
five  in  the  Aloha  Classic  in  Hawaii, 
along  with  honorable  mention  on  the 
1980-81  Associated  Press  All- 
America  team  and  a  berth  on  the  Big 
East  Conference  All-conference 

The  Utah  Jazz  finished  with  a  lowly 
28-54  record  last  season  but  Schayes 
believes  the  Salt  Lake  team  will  do 

“We’re  more  consistent  than  last 
year  and  a  lot  stronger.  We  added  five 
big  new  people  and  I  think  we’re  com¬ 
petitive  with  everyone  in  the  league,” 
he  added. 

Schayes  is  averaging  7.5  points  and 
4.3  rebounds  in  23  minutes  per  game. 
His  .622  shooting  percentage  leads 

Aside  from  playing  pro  basketball, 
having  a  father  in  the  Hall  of  Fame 
and  measuring  6  feet,  11  inches  tall, 
Dan  Schayes  is  a  just  a  guy  from  back 
East. 

He  graduated  from  Syracuse  Uni¬ 
versity  in  chemistry  and  received  a 
$2,000  post-graduate  scholarship. 

Schayes  worked  at  a  gas  station 
while  he  was  in  high  school  and  with 
his  giant  armspread  became  famous 
for  washing  windshields  from  one  side 
of  the  car. 

In  college,  Schayes  played  in  the 
Syracuse  jazz  ensemble. 

Hopefully,  he’ll  become  a  fixture 
playing  Utah  Jazz. 

By  the  time  Schayes  completes  his 
career  in  Utah,  he  should  know  a  little 
more  about  BYU. 

“The  only  thing  I’ve  heard  about 
BYU  is  that  it  has  the  highest  mar¬ 
ried-student  population  in  the  coun¬ 
try,”  Schayes  said.
